Value of Nursing the Baby 


THE ROUGH RIDERS

BREAST FEEDING la the beat 
life insurance a mother can cive 
her baby. 
Breast milk provide*, as no other 
food can, the exact elements a baby 
peed* for growth and health. Not 
only is it the food on which the 
baby thrive* best, but. by the very 
act of nursing her baby, the mother 
insures for herself and her child 
the necessary emotional satisfaction 
which will m ein so much to both 
through all the years to come. 


Bottle-Fed Babiea 
In view of all this, it 
a crest 
pity that so many modern mothers 
steadfastly 
ignore N ature’s 
law 
and insist th a t their babies be bottle 
fed. Studies of hospital figures show 
that in many cities only one out of 
every twenty mother* breast-feeds 
her baby, this despite the fact that 
easily nine out of every ten mothers 
could do so. 
Though the chief reason for this 
sad state of affairs is the unwilling­ 
ness of today’s women to nur^e 
their babies, I have no doubt it 
could he overcome lf mothers un­ 
derstood th at breasUfceding i» far 
less of an inconvenience than most 
people suppose. For instance, many 
women believe that breast-feeding 
w ill cause them to gain weight and, 
at the same time, render the breasts 
flabby. 
Neither of these notions I* true. 
Nursing does not change th# shape 
oj the breasts and, if th# mother 
who nim es her baby u-ex a well­ 
balanced d ie t, any unwelcom e! 
weight gains can be prevented 
Giving Up Smoking 
Smoking 
is 
prevalent 
among 
women today and a good many 
women refuse to nurse their babies 
lest they should have to give up this 
habit, lf th*y stopped to inquire, 
they would find general agreem ent 
among doctors that moderate smok­ 
ing on the part of the mother will do 
no harm during the nursing period. 
Ano*her so-called objection to 
nursing ta that it confines the 
mother too closely. This is another 
unjustified fear since it is perfectly 
possible for the mother who nurses 
her baby to use one bottle feeding 
a day, thus giving herself tim e for 
business and social engagements. 
She must, however, make sure that 
the breasts are completely emptied 


to help keep up the milk supply. 


Problems Created 
The problems created by breast­ 
feeding are little ones, easily taken 
care of by such suggestion* as those 
I have made above. Those solved 
by it ar# of vast importance, both 
to the welfare of the baby and the 
mother herself. I am sure that if 
mothers really understood these 
things, they would be eager to fol­ 
low the method devised by Nature, 
for the nourishment of their babies. 
Daring recent times, some au­ 
thorises seem to think that adher­ 
e n t to a rigid schedule is not ad­ 
visable; that mothers should re­ 
spond more to their infanta’ natural 
desires rather than to elockliks 
schedule. 
Learn to Nurse 
At first the baby may not nur>e 
vigorously but before long he will 
learn to nurse more strongly. If the 
baby falls asleep, usually a gentle 
pat will start his nursing again. 
There are, of course, a few in­ 
stances 
in 
which 
breast-feeding 
should be discontinued, at least for 
the time being. These include such 
conditions as arette sicknesses, 
cracking of the nipple* which make 
breast-feeding extremely painful, 
infections of the breast, pregnancy, 
and sensitivity of the infant to the 
milk, an extremely rare occurrence. 
Foods, other than milk, are added 
to the baby's diet by the third or 
fourth month, and often, by the 
sixth or seventh month, breast­ 
feeding 
is 
no 
longer 
required. 
W hether the baby is breast fed or 
not, vitamin C should 1 ^.supplied 
in the form of orange juice or to­ 
mato juice, and vitamin D in the 
form of co<J-liver oil or some simi­ 
lar substance. These two foods are 
usually started when the baby is 
about two weeks old.
